DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on July 1 5, 2004 is non-responsive. Applicant elected 
group A, claims 1-12, 52-67, without specifying which sequence or combination of 
sequences in tables 1-16 is elected. It is noted that the Examiner specifically recites that 
a method detecting each of the 8014 polynucleotide sequences in tables 1-16 or a 
combination thereof, constitutes a single, distinct invention (p.2, last three lines of 
paragraph under group A). Applicant is required to elect a single invention.
